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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
8/13/2009 has been entered. 

2. Claims 1 -1 1 and 1 3-22 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Referring to independent claims 1 and 11, the prior art of record taken alone 

and/or in combination with each other fails to teach and/or fairly suggest the limitation of 
"starting a timing program with a predetermined timing value, wherein the 
predetermined timing value is based on a size of the specific file, the estimated time for 
executing the AutoRun program, and performance of the semiconductor device," in 
combination with other recited limitations. 

Chang discloses an integrated circuit memory device which mimics an optical 
storage device to trigger and auto run program. However, Chang fails to teach "starting 
a timing program with a predetermined timing value, wherein the predetermined timing 
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value is based on a size of the specific file, the estimated time for executing the 
AutoRun program, and performance of the semiconductor device," in combination with 
other recited limitations. 

Yoneda discloses a timing means which resets the device type of connected 
peripheral at the expiration of the timer. There is no indication or suggestion as to how 
the timer length is determined. Yoneda fails to teach "starting a timing program with a 
predetermined timing value, wherein the predetermined timing value is based on a size 
of the specific file, the estimated time for executing the AutoRun program, and 
performance of the semiconductor device," in combination with other recited limitations. 

Further references cited, such as Choi, teach applying the AutoRun functionality 
of optical drives to other peripherals by mimicking the device type of an optical drive. 
However, they fail to teach, alone or in combination, "starting a timing program with a 
predetermined timing value, wherein the predetermined timing value is based on a size 
of the specific file, the estimated time for executing the AutoRun program, and 
performance of the semiconductor device."
